Not only did he get his offals 
cheaper, but, in the case of butter, he got 
a better price, and be got 10s. more for his 
pigs. 

STILL. BEATEN BY DANES. 

The Danish farmer was getting a much 
better price for his butter on the English 
market than the Irish farmer. The volume 
of butter exported from this ‘country was 
only 90 per cent, last year of what it was 
in 1913. The many Acts passed through the 
Dail to improve the dairying industry had 
not, so far, had much effect They might 
at least expect that they would come nearer 
to Danish prices this year than last year’, 
but such was not the case. They seemed 
to be going further behind Danish prices, 

They mpeg CU that the cost of govern- 
ment was too high, and that it must be re- 
duced. There were certain countries in 
Europe—agricultural countries just like this 
—that had done away with armies altogether, 
They had a large police force, and the agri- 
cultural community, who were the principal 
taxpayers, saw no reason why it should not 
be cut down by half. The agricultural com- 
munity had very little interest in paying 
base to the old R.LC., to Judges who 
ad been doing the work of Britain in this 
country, and they could hardly blame the 
farmer if he failed to understand how any 
Minister, civil servant, or any one else could 
not live on £1,000 a year. 

He had read a statement by President 
Corgrave that the harvest for this year had 
been better than for some years past, but 
the President would find it hard tp convince 
any farmer in this country that this had 
been a good harvest. 


FARMERS WITHOUT CAPITAL, 

Even under the present conditions there 
were many farmers pining to do tillage, but 
they had not got the horses or the imple- 
ments, Bud many of them had not got even 
the seed to sow. It was all a question of a 
want of capital, and there was a ‘ogee 
general belief that this question could be got 
over by the Agricultural Credits Corporation. 
They had been told that this Corporation 
would make everything right, but he did not 
believe that. He believed himself that there 
were many farmers in this country at the 

resent time who could not avail of help 
rem the Agricu/tural Credits Corporation 
because they could not afford to pay interest 
on the loun in addition to other charges. 

Dr. Ryan went on to criticise the pes 
of the Government towards the: g of 
wheat in the Saorstat. When the Govern- 
ment introduced the growing of beet he con- 
sidered that it would have been better if 
they endeavoured to encourage the growing 
of wheat instead. There were farmers all 
over the country who knew al! about wheat- 

rowing and nothing about the wing of 
Beet. tí £280,000 had been expended on the 
encouragement of wheat-growing it would 
certainly have produced much more satisíac- 
tory .resultss Every one of the twenty-six 
vwauties would be benefited, while only 4 few 
counties around Carlow benefited from the 
beet subsidy and factors. 


DEVELOPING HOME MARKET, —. 

In the course of a further review of agri- 
cultural conditionsin the Saorsiat, the speaker 
complained that the same number of labourers’ 
cottages were not being built as was the case 
in years past. The Government might, 
perhaps, be congratulated with regard to the 
export of butter and eggs, but, after ali, 
this was an export to one market—the Eng- 
lish market. There was no reason why the

The deputy had carefully refrained from 
uoting recent statistics, which showed that 
ie numbers of cattle had increased, and 
that there was also an increase in the ex- 
ports of pigs. It was ridiculous to compare 
a normal year like 1913 with the past few 
years. Our policy in this country had been 
completely revolutionised by the European 
War. In those years farmers went in for 
grazing almost exclusively, and farmers in 
many counties who held on to the grazing 
policy had only succeeded in making ends 
meet during the last four or five years. Such 
comparisons did not lead anywhere, 
INCREASED PRODUCTION. 

Farmers in this country had come to realise 
that if they were going to make good, and 
reduce the margin between the selling price 
of the commodities they produced and the 


prices they paid for commodities re- 
quired, there was only one way to 
do’ it, and that was by increased 


roduction, especially in dairying. That was 
he only reasonable way to set about estab- 
lishing a proper agricultural economy in this 
country. *hanges in method should be 
allowed to develop normally and gradually. 


THE LUXURIES OF DUBLIN. 

Mr. M. O'REILLY (F.F., Meath) said that 
farmeys were faced with the difficulty that it 
was impossible for them to expand their 
business. The burden of indirect taxation 
was too heavy. The statement that their 
cattle trade was ghin. amounted to the 
fact that beef was one shilling per owt, more 
than it was in 1914—a very slight impreve- 
ment. Tillage farming had declined, because, 
as a result of emigration, the cost of tillage 
farming had become so great that they had 
to change their economic system. If the 
problem was not tackled seriously the farmers 
would have to organise themselves to remedy 
it. Daily the farmers saw improvements in 
the City of Dublin; saw new inventions and 
new luxuries introduced, for which they knew 
that they would have to pay eventually. 
They could not be expected to continue 
regard these with equanimity. 


Mr. GOREY (Government, Carlow-Kil- 
kenny) said that he a with Mr. 
O’Reilly’s references to luxuries. There was 
no sign of national poverty in Dublin. In 


fact, it would be agreed that it was one of 
the best-dressed cities in Europe, but the 
finding of the wherewithal to maintain that 
state of affairs must be irritating to the agri- 
cultural community. 


It was useless talking of trying to get back 
to- the pre-Union period, and he was 
astonished to hear that the decline in tillage 


was due to increased cost as the result of 
emigration. Presumably, that meant that if 
they had a large population there they could 
have slave labour, give the men very little 


to eat on the land and pay them virtually 
nothing. 
Mr. O'REILLY said that the cost had 


gone up, because, as a result of emigration, 
there was no one to buy the produce. 


“ POLITICAL THINKING,” 

Mr. GOREY said that the produce was 
not for home consumption, but for export. 
Fianna Fail seemed to think that if the 
country did not turn the corner the Govern- 
ment should get winkers made, put them on 
the people and pull them round that corner. 
No new suggestion ‘was made, except com- 
pulsion in every aspect of the national life. 

They talked about profiteering. Every- 
one knew that there was profiteering, but 
the suggestion seémed to be that the cure 
was that the Government should become the 
shopkeeper, the industrialist and the agricul- 
turist. The test of their position was the 
situation of their trade balance. If it had 
worsene 
demned. If it had improved—as it had— 
the Government policy was vindicated. 

What was wanted in these matters was a 
little less political thin and more prac- 
tical business thinking. It was the policy 
of the deputy that they must use compul- 
sion to make the farmers w corn for 
feeding stuffs. Could it be denied that the 
Government had given advice and help with 
regard to the use of home-grown foods? 
What more could be done in that <iirec- 
tion than had been done? . If advice and 
example had failed, there was, forsooth, 
nothing left but compulsion—compulsion to 
use Irish-grown foodstuffs—that the miller 
should use only Irish corn to make flour, 
and then compel the use of Irish bread. If 
compulsion, as suggested, wére used, the con- 
clusion to be drawn from it was that we 
were a race unfit to occupy a place in this 
busy world, 

The speech of Deputy Ryan was a 
humiliating confession of national degrada- 


tion, They were asked to leave the market 
which existed at their own door, 
and to go around the world look- 
ing for an _ alternative market. Un- 


less advice and example were to prove a 
failure he would not confess that the Irish 
people were an inferior race, and he would 
allow that compulsion was necessary in all 
their activities. 

SOME SUGGESTIONS. 

Mr. B. MAGUIRY (F.F., Leitrim-Sligo) 
reminded the previous speaker that there 
was in every Act passed by the Oireachtas 
a certain element of compulsion, and he men- 
tioned the laws relating to the export of eggs 
and butter as examples. Jt was not correct 
to say that the farming community were not 
up against very severe depression. He sug- 
ás a form of State insurance of farming 
stock should be undertaken to secure the 
agricultural community against loss through 
cattle mortality. He suggested that the sys- 
tem of seizing farmers 
unnuities be relaxed or eliminated, and that 
the Credit Corporation should be directed 
to give loans on easy terms to those who re- 
quired them. He suggested that the Govern- 
ment should undertake a survey of the Con- 
gested Districts, to see what form of industry 
could be introduced. economically. 

Mr. HEFFERNAN, Parliamentary Secre- 
lary to the Minister for Posts and Tele- 
graphs, said they were all agreed that there 
was depression in agriculture. This he attri- 
buted largely to over-production, which was 
world-wide. Deputy Ryan had altogether 
omitted to mention the positive stimulus 
which had been given to agriculture by tho 
legislative action of the Government in the 
many measures passed before the Fianna Fail 
Party came into that House. As a result of 
the measures taken by the State agricultural 
products were now produced in such a manner 
and of such a quality that they were bring- 
ing the highest prices in competition with 
ane countries, and even where the results 
were not so fully evident there was no doubt 
that the act of the State had had a 
stimulating effect. He maintained that the 
Government had more than done its part. 

Mr. P. HOGAN (Labour, Clare) said that 
hitherto there had been no real facing up to 
the situation on the part of the Government. 


MINISTER DEFENDS 
GOVERNMENT. 


EVERYTHING. POSSIBLE DONE 


FOR THE FARMER. 
Mr. P. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
said that economic depression was a com- 
parative term. Of course, there was economic 
depression among the farmers, and there was 
economic depression among shopkeepers. 
There was economic depression all over the 
world, if one took either the pre-war or the 
war years. Deputy Byan had given it as his 
opinion that the President was wrong when 
he stated that we had turned the corner. 
He (Mr. Hogan) thought that the President 
was right. farmers were not nearly as 
well now as they were in 1913 or during 
the war, when they were in a sound position. 
But that was not the questiof. From 1921 
to 1925 there was a collapse in prices aud a 
collapse in production, and that was general 
all over the European countries. Deflation 
had been blamed. He knew nothing about 
deflation of inflation. There were only five 
or six persciis in Eutope who knew the 
details of the question.

A FAIR DESCRIPTION,

A SUGGESTED AIM. 

They should aim at producing more food 
er consumption on their farms.

TALKING NONSENSE, 

It was alleged by Fianna Fail deputies that 
the real reason for the depression in agricul- 
tare was high taxation, but deputies knew 
perfectly well when they said that that they 
were talking nonsense. He would ask Deputy 
Ryan was it high taxation that caused the 
price of cattle to fall from 60s, to 30s.; that 
caused a fall in the price of pigs from some- 
thing over 100s. in 1991 to 50s., and a corre- 
sponding drop in the price of sheep. Every 
farmer knew that the fall in prices was the 
real cause of the depression. 

He was not certain what the taxation in the 
Free State was in 1913, but if taxation had 
increased, it had increased because of new 
services. Sugar beet was costing £400,000; 
the agricultural grant had increased 100 per 
cent ; sbbentionsl” services had increased over 
100 per cent. The improvement in the 
standard of live stock animals through the 
country was over 100 per cent. 

The Dairy Produce Act had saved Irish 
butter on the English market. It cost about 
£15,000. The Eggs Act and the Livestock 
Act cost money. All these new services had 
been demanded by the country, and had been 
invaluable,- and would any deputy rage 
get up and say which of them should be 
withdrawn? 

EVILS OF PROTECTION. 

They were also told that the Irish farmer 
was in a worse position than the English 
farmer because of increased taxation, In 
rent and rates, the two principal items of 
taxation, the Irish farmer was in a much 
better position. The Irish farmer, however, 
had to pay more for his boots and his clothes, 
and if the deputies opposite got their way 
there would be a tariff not alone on blankets 
and woollens, hut on agricultural implements, 
and then the Irish farmer would be in a 
much worse position.

Agriculture 
had neither capital nor credit. The panacea 
ef the Minister for the present depression 
was one cow more, one sow more, and an 
additional acre of tillage.

an apa oe The applicants were informed 
that a preference would be given to candi- 
dates having a knowledge of Irish. The three 
doctors who were recommended for a á! 
ment were those whose names were placed 
first in the report of the Board of Selection 
which interviewed the applicants, Only two 
of the candidates who were recommended as 
competent and suitable a knowledge 
of Irish sufficient to justify the award of a 
preference, and both these candidates were 
among the first three in the order of merit. 
He was not aware that local dissatisfaction 
had been created by these appointments. 

Mr. ANTHONY asked if the President 
was aware that other candidates possessed 
all the ‘necessary qualifications, including a 
knowledge of Irish. He said that he knew 
that one candidate, who had not been ap- 
pointed, had a varied experience in hospi- 
tals, and he wished to know in what respects 
the other candidates excelled, 

President COSGRAVE said that he had 
seen the marks of the candidates, and he had 
no doubt that the three candidates who were 
selected were the best. .He did not know of 
the qualifications of the other candidate men- 
tioned by Mr. Anthony.

The Free State Farmer. 


Yesterday Dr. James Ryan moved 
Fianna Fdil’s vote of censure upon the 
Free State Government for its — alleged 
neglect of the agricultural industry. Dr. 
Ryan is Minister for Agriculture in Mr. 
de. Valera’s “shadow Cabinet,’’ but 
his speech proved that as yet, at 
any .rate, he is no match for Mr. 
Patrick Hogan either as an agricultural 
expert or as a debater. His arguments 
followed the well-trodden track that has 
been pursued by every critic of the 
Government’s agricultural policy during 
the last six years; and, of course, it. is 
easy to present a plausible case against 
the Government. The lot of the Free 
State farmer certainly is worse to- 
day than it was immediately before the 
outbreak of the Great War. His income 
has increased, roughly, by 30 per cent. 
The cost of living, on the other hand, has 
risen by 75 per cent., while the cost of 
government has been more than doubled. 
All sorts’ of causes have contributed to 
these results. The Fianna Fáil Party 
attributes them airily to the sole 
fault of the Free State Government, 
and many of the farmers throughout the 
country, no doubt, share this point of 
view. Human nature always is inclined 
to blame the Government for. all its suffer- 
ings. Every fair-minded man must admit, 
however, that Dr. Ryan failed to establish 
his case. 

The facts of the farmer’s case can be 
stated quite briefly. During the war Irish 
farmers had a royal time. Their produce 
marketed itself; for there was virtually 
no competition, and the demand was 
far greater than the 
lucrative condition of affairs continued for 
a year or so after the war. Then came 
the ‘“‘troubles’’ in this country, with a 
consequent dislocation of all trade. While 
the farmers had been enjoying their 
monopoly of the English market, they 
hecame too greedy and allowed the quality 
of their produce, both in respect of live- 
stock and of butter and eggs, to 
deteriorate. When, therefore, Denmark 
and other foreign’ competitors began to 
re-appear in the English market they 
found little difficulty in re-establishing 
themselves, to the immediate detriment of 
the Irish exporter. The disturbed condi- 
tion of Ireland and the superior quality 
of his rival’s produce hit the Irish farmer 
very severely, and, in addition to these 
handicaps, a general collapse of agricul. 
tural prices occurred between 1921 and 
1925. While this fall of prices was 
in progress the Free State Government 
came into being. Naturally, at first its 
inexperience led it into rather extravagant 
ways, and, furthermore, the luxury of Mr. 
de Valera’s civi] war cost it an enormous 
sum of money. The Irish farmer found 
himself, therefore, in a most unenviable 
position. His produce was being ousted 
from the British market by goods of 
superior quality ; agricultural prices were 
falling, and the cost of living, plus taxa- 
tion at home, was mounting daily. 

Such, in general terms, was the situation 
when Mr. Patrick Hogan, Free State 
Minister for Agriculture, applied himself 
to the task of agricultural reconstruction,

On Tuesday our Political Correspondent 
stated that the Free State Government 
Was considering legislation for the taxa- 
tion of motor omnibuses. The proposal 
favoured by Mr. Blythe, Minister for 
Finanee,: was a tax of one penny a 
mile on small omnibuses and two- 
pence a mile on the larger vehicles, 
He expected to derive from such 
an impost a revenue of £10000 a 
year, Great concern has been excited 
among owners of motor omnibuses by 


| these tidings. The managing director of 


one of the largest companies in the Freo 
State told our representative that a levy 
of a penny a mile travélled would be 
equivalent to a tax on petrol of: one 
shilling a gallon.. Yesterday a meet- 
ing of the Irish Omnibus Owners’ 
Protection Association was held to con- 
sider the situation. The chairman, Major 
J. H. Waller, said that the proposed tax 
would mean a levy of £300 a year on 
Delegates attending the 
meeting pledged themselves to resistance. 
Until the Government bill in all its 
details is published the general public 
will reserve judgment. There will be no 
sympathy with any companies that recoup 
themselves for an extra penny’s expense 
in the driving of a vehicle by charging 
twenty travellers on the omnibus an addi- 
tional penny apiece. On the other hand, 
no Government impost which is so steep 
as to reduce public travelling facilities 
will be approved. There are certain 
principles: on which Mr. Blythe’s pro- 
posal must stand or fall, In the first 
place, it will be agreed by all impartial 
persons that the omnibuses, and other 
heavy vehicles, ought to contribute more 
considerably than at present to the cost 
of the upkeep of roads. While the rail- 
ways are obliged to maintain an expen 

sive permanent way, and even to contri- 
bute to the maintenance of the roads, the 
great vehicles which fill the roads with 
noise and peril run over surfaces 
that are a public expense. In the 
second place, it is equally  incon- 
testable that’ revenue derived from trans- 
port services ought to go back to the 
nation’s transport machinery. Every 
penny taken from the omnibus companics 
in taxation, whether on a petrol or a 
mileage tariff, ought to be spent upon the 
roads. If the State should devote money 
derived from the transport services to the 
national revenue, it would be imposing a 
burden on industry. When Britain and 
Northern Ireland are adopting schemes of 
“ de-rating’’ in order to relieve agricul- 
ture and manufactures from burdens 
that cramp their productive power, it 
would be strange if the Free State should 
impose a revenue tax on transport, 
economy in which is vital to competitive 
production. We hope that a _ suitably 
graded taxation of heavy motor traffic 
will be accompanied by a strict system of 
control and a weeding out of “ pirate ”’ 
services, so that no extra charges may be 
imposed on travellers; and we hope that 
money derived from such taxation will be 
used to relieve the ratepayer,.the tax- 
payer and the railway company from the 
present heavy costs of road maintenance.

Suspected Antiques. 


Disputed ownership of genuine treasures 
and the reported prevalence of forged 
“ antiques" are causing commotion in the 
world of art. “Recently the American 
galleries and private collectors. acquired, 
at high prices, a number of sculptures 
which were attributed to Tuscan masters 
of the Renaissance. One such work, a 
Greek Athena, was sold to the Cleveland 
Museum for £60,000; a “ Madonna,’’ by 
Vecchietta, brought £11,000; and: the 
Boston Museum purchased a sarcophagus 
by Mino da Fiesole. It is declared now 
that these, and other sculptures 
purchased through the same source, are 
modern forgeries. The first suspicion was 
aroused when works attributed to 
Donatello were offered to the Frick 
Gallery of New York. The curator had 
his doubts; American agents were sent 
to Italy, and their researches have un- 
folded a strange story. It seems that soon 
alter the war a Tuscan antiquary met in 
Rome a young sculptor, Signor Dossena, 
who is a clever imitator of the old masters. 
The antiquary took counsel with another 
art dealer, and they proposed to Signor 
Dossena that be should work exclusively 
for them. He agreed, and they kept him 
busily engaged in the production of 
sculptures, which they sold as genuine 
masterpieces of the fourteenth and 
Signor Dossena says 


He has never pretended to be 


suspected that they were 
making fortunes from works for which 


they paid him a few thousand lire. It 
appears that they might have kept their 
secret if, having pocketed some £435,000 
out of his sculptures, they had not tried 
to reduce their payments to him on the 
ground that those sculptures were unsale-

American cars are suited specially to the 
New Zealand roads ; they have dépéts and 
stocks of spare parts in all the important 
towns. The superior workmanship of 
English cars is admitted, but. the Ameri- 
can makers pay fruitful attention to smart 
appearance, perceiving that “ most sales 
to-day are influenced by wumen, many of 
whom hardly know a sparking plug from 
a back axle.’’ It is good news that the 
British trade is fitting itself at last for an 
intelligent invasion of the overseas markets,

DISCOVERY. 


DEEDS OF MARIUS 
RECALLED. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Wednesday. 

A message from Macerata states that 
near San Severino, where Roman remains, 
thought to be the ruins of a Roman city, 
were found some years ago, recent dis- 
coveries have brought to light numerous 
traces of Roman burial places. They are 
characteristically Roman, and it is 
believed that they are connected with the 
deeds of Caius Marius in. this region— 
particularily with the foundation of 
Camerino (Camerte). -. 

Caius Marius (157-85 B.C.) was born at 
Cercate, near Arpinum. He was seven 
times Consul, but his last Consulship only 
lasted for eighteen days. His greatest 
trikmphs as a General were achieved in 
the Jugurthine War in Africa; in Gaul, 
where after two vears’ fighting he met and 
defeated the invading Tentons in a two- 
days’ battle, slaying 100,000 of them, and 
in Northern Italy, where he crushed the 
Cimbrt in a. battle near Vercelle (101 
B.C.), and was hailed as saviour of the 
State and third founder of Rome. 

Camerino stands on a spur of ‘the 
Apennines, 2,147 feet high, and 69 miles 
south-west of Ancona.

This tax, he said, is. onerous and, in 
his opinion, if persisted in by the Govern- 
ment, will result in the stagnation. if 
not the annihilation, of the omnibus 
industry and kindred trades in this 
country. This new system of transport, 
which has only had about three -years 
with which to prove. itself an economic 
factor of importance, ‘has progressed to a 
degree: far beyond even the imagination of 
its pioneers. i 

It has proved itself of vital importance 
in the development of the commercial, 
economic and social life of An Saorstat, 
and, what is equally important, has 
tapped new sources of traffic and travel 
hitherto undeveloped.

MONOPOLY BROKE.

MR. HOGAN SPEAKS FUR

A doleful picture of the condition of 
agriculture in the Free State was painted 
by Dr. Ryan (Fianna Fail) in the Dail 
yesterday, when he moved a _ vyote of 
ceusure upon the Government “for its 
failure to take effective steps to deal with 
the depression in agriculture and the 
serious economic situation arising there- 
from.’” . 

The debate was notable for the excellent 
speeches of the mover of the vote of 
censure, who had taken great pains in 
the preparation of his case, and the 
Minister for Agriculture, who, in a speech 
Jasting the best part of two hours, covered 
the whole subject of Irish agriculture. 

All classes of the community had been 
compensated for the increased cost of 
living but the farmer, argued. Dr. Ryan. 
Their incomes were only 30 per cent. 
higher, while the cost of livine had gone 
up 735 per cent. All kinds of -live-stock 
had decreased in number, and during the 
first eight months of this year over 19,000 
people had emigrated to. other lands. 
Exports of cattle, he asserted, had gone 
down, as had those of other commodities. 
“TI believe that the first: cause of this 


high cost of government.” 


NO ALTERNATIVE. 

After Mr. O'Reilly (Fianna Fail) had 
deplored the policy of telling the people 
that ‘‘the country has turned the corner,” 
Mr. Gorey’ (Government) accused Fianna 
Fail of producing no alternative to the 
Government’s agricultural policy. “We 
must be self-reliant,”” he said; “no 
Government -can breed pride of race.” 

That agricultural depression is world- 
wide was shewn by Mr. Heffernan (Govern- 
ment), who outlined the measures taken 
by the Government to stimulate agri- 
culturé. 

After Mr. Hogan (Labour) and Mr. 
Maguire (Fianna Fail) had criticised the 
Government’s agricultural policy, Mr. 
Hogan, the Minister for Agriculture, sug- 
gested an agricultural truce, 

“Tet the farmer alone,” he appealed. 
“Tf the farmer loses heart, this country 
will go down.” Exports of agricultural 
produce, the Minister showed, had in- 
creased largely. He complimented Dr. 
Ryan on his speech, and urged farmers 
to go in for tillage on a small scale. 
Instead of sending their sons to work on 
the roads, small farmers should keep them 
at home working on the land, producing 
more home-grown food. 


DERELICT FARMS. 

Mr. Hogan contended that already the 
home market was being supplied within the 
country, and described as ' nonsense, but 
good politics,” the statement by Dr. Ryan 
that agricultural depression was due to 
high taxation.

THE MEETING’S THANKS. 

Lord Glenavy proposed the following reso- 
lution :---‘‘ That this meeting fully realising 
that whatever measure of success has been 
accorded to the Society is due to Divine 
blessing, yet desires to express its grateful 
acknowledgement of the services rendered to 
the cause of the orphans by the clergy, the 
Press, the collectors and the subseribers, from

“Near this spot, beside a father’s grave, 
three young tradesmen founded the Protestant 
Orphan Society. Hallowed by such circum- 
stances, this ground has been set apart as 
a resting place for the remains of these 
orphan children whom the Father of: the 
fatherless may call to MHimself.’’ Then 
follows: ‘‘ Suffer ;ittle children to come unto 
Me,” and at the end: “Eighteen orphans are 
buried here.” Those.three men held their 
first annua) meeting in the Rotunda, and the 
Dean of St, Patrick’s took the chair. The then 
Archb'shop.of Dublin, Dr. Magee, consented 
to heconie a patron, and the Provost of 
Trinity ‘College one. of, the vice-presidents. 
The speaker next gave détails of the meet- 
ing, and said the then High Sheriff of Dublin 
contributed, to the. funds. of the Society. 
Since then the Society never looked back, 
and had & constant succession of people of 
philanthropic capacity who gave much of 
their time and money.. 

Continuing, Lord Glenavy referred to the 
societies in the city that were doing good 
work in relieving, sickhess, poverty and dis- 
tress, and said that every one of them made 
a direct appeal to the heart and conscience, 
They shoukd do all in their power to give the 
little orphans a good start in life; teach 
them their duty to God, their duty to their 
neighbours and to themselves. They should 
be sent ont into the world equipped with all 
the essentials for making a success of life,

LORD GLENAVY’S REPLY. 

Lord GLENAVY said that it would be 
idle for him to pretend that he had not 
listened with feelings of very deep emotion to 
the splendid tribute of which he had heen 
the recipient. When he was selected as 
Chairman six years ago no one was more 
surprised when some friends told him that

Mr. J. Mallagh, Chief Engineer, Port and 
Docks Board, and Mr. E. Bailey, Secretury, 
were recalled and re-examined by the Chair- 
man and other members of the Committee. 

INCONCLUSIVE SESSION. 

The Committee again went into private 
session, and after an hour's deliberation, the 
Chairman announced that the Committee had 
not come to a definite conclusion as to the 
whole matter, but they had come to a definite 
conclusion as to the cost of construction of 
the new bridge. They thought that it 
ought to be borne by a loan, to be paid for 
out of a bridge tax or a bridge rate, in 
some area not at present completely designed.

DUBLIN ELECTRICITY 
UNDERTAKING. 


Major Shillington suggested that some of 
the senior officers of the 36th Ulster Division 
should be placed on the Committee.

THE NEWRY CANAL.

Barbour, Minister for Commerce, said that, as 
a result of the damage to the Newry Canal 
on the 19th October, the waters of the canal 
pass unchecked into the river and ultimately 
to the sea, rendering navigation impossible. 
He was satisfied that the Newry Port and 


Harbour Trust was not in a position to | 


raise further moneys to repair the canal, as 
its assets are fully mortgaged, and that if 
the Government were to withhold its assist- 
ance shipping facilities to the town of Newry 
would cease. It was decided that the Go- 
vernment should make an out-and-out grant 
towards the cost of the necessary repairs of 
50 per cent. of the total cost up to a maxi- 
mum of £35,500, conditional upon the Urban 
District. Council of Newry undertaking to 
accept liability for the balance necessary for 
the ag a ap of the repairs. The Urban 
Council had consented to this arrangement. 
EX-SERVICE CLERKS, 

Mr. Pollock, Minister for Finance, replying 
to Major Shillington (Unionist), said that as 
a further evidence of the Government’s 
anxiety to deal generously with the ex-Service 
men in the Civil Service, an additional 
twenty-five temporary ex-Service clerks would 
shortly be given permanent and pensionable 
status, making a total of 100, instead of the 
75 announced some time ago.

low-scoring match. In sy Bing cricket 
England's chances have rarely been so bright. 
Since the tragedy of Johnny Douglas’s visit 
to the Antipodes in 1920-1921, when Aus- 
tralia made a clean sweep of all five tests, we 
have beaten Australia only twice—once at 
Melbourne, all too late Gilligan’s side crushed 
them by an innings and 29 runs, and in the 
memorable match at the Oyal in 1926, a soli- 
tary victory, that gave us the rubber and the 
‘* ashes. 

SELECTORS PLAY FOR SAFETY. 

Australian cricket at present is in a period 
of transition from the old and all-conquering 
generation of Macartney, Mailey, Mac- 
donald, Armstrong and Bardsley, to the new 
and immature talent, so far as Tests are con- 
cerned, provided by players like Kippax and 
Bradman; and the paucity of talent avail- 
able in this latter department is emphasised 
by the inclusion of such players as Ryder, 
their captain; Gregory, Hendry and Kelle- 
way, all of whom would probably have been 
dropped had the selectors been convinced of 
the ability of Australia’s younger players to 
meet an England team with the same strength 
of nerve as they have met their rival States. 
The Australian team as at present selected 
strikes one as being something in the nature 
of a compromise between the claims of the 
proved campaigners and the young men who 
are clamouring to be allowed to take over 
the task of wresting the ‘‘ Ashes”’ from us. 
And in this compromise there is discernible 
an underlying stratum of anxiety concerning 
the amount of trust that should be reposed 
in the rising generation. This anxiety has 
led the selectors to try to play for safety 
by relying as much as possible on the less 
susceptible older generation. The result is 
not mpressive from any standpoint. 
WEAK AUSTRALIAN FIELDING. 

England has played all their bowlers on 
the present tour with confidence, and in the 
majority of cases has punished them with 
severity, while the only players who scored 
off our bowlers with noticeable success are 
Bradman, who in four innings against us 
has scored 295 runs for twice out, and the 
‘‘record breaker,”’ W. H. FEonsford, but 
Ponsford had his wicket demolished by Lar- 
wood at Melbourne for 14. Their batting is 
led by only four players who can be called 
formidable—they are Ponsford, Woodfull, 
Kippax and Kelleway. Bradman’s record in 
matches other than Tests is certainly wonder- 
ful, but he has still to prove that he is the 
man for the big occasion. The most im- 
portant match he has taken part in this year, 
the Australian Test trial, was a tragedy for 
him, as he made only 14 and 5. Anything 
may happen to the remaining seven Austra- 
lian batsmen against our bowling as it 1s 
operating at present, 

Moreover, in the most important depart- 
ment of all, fielding, we have yet to be con- 
vinced that Ryder is not faced with the 
task which Noble has said is an impossible 
one of hiding more than two weak fieldsmen. 
For an Australian Test team to take the 
field without a recognised cover point is pro- 
bably an unprecedented state of affairs. 
Andrews has been dropped, and the only 
man who fields in that position is Grimmett, 
one of the stock bowlers. Take Ponsford, 
Woodfull,. Gregory, Kippax, Bradman and 
Oldfield out of the side, and who is going 
to save the runs, and make those lightning 
returns that so often get a wicket when the 
bowlers are losing heart? Player for playur, 
record for record, team for team, England 
should inscribe her name on the Brisbane 
records as the first country to win a Test 
match there. 

PROBABLE ENGLAND SIDE. 

Brisbanians awoke to-day to the first excite- 
ment of the coming battle with only two 
days to wait for the first Test match of the 
M.C.C, tour. Hitherto the city has been com- 
paratively quiet, but now that the Australian 
team has arrived and the Englishmen finished 
their match against Queensland, interest is 
developing in real earnest, and large crowds 
watch both teams at practice. Hotels are 
filling up, and a big attendance is expected

Such a small contribn- 
tion alarmed him, because such a sum in any 
one year would not solve the problem. 


‘I am,” said Senator Farren, “ a product 


of a Dublin tenement. I know what I am 
talking about. You have got tc live there 
to understand what the evils are. Everybody 
will say, ‘We have sympathy with you,’ 
but it is not sympathy that the dwellers there 
want. but bricks and mortar. I could shock 
this House, if it were not for the presence of 
lady Senators, if I gave them a description 
of the life as I know it. Society has got to 
be shocked in order to bring home respon- 
sibility with regard to this crying need.” 


NATIONAL HOUSING COUNCIL? 


Continuing, he said that, considering the 


conditions in which the people lived, it was 
a wonder that they were so good. They 
ought to get some idea of what the Govern- 
ment were going to do in the matter. He 
suggested the setting up of a National Hous- 
ing Council, and the appointment of people 
to it who knew their jobs. He believed 
houses could be produced mee if they 
went the proper way about it. If they Jaid 
down a programme for two or three years, 
then men would not feel that the harder they 
worked the nearer the street they would be. 
The number of houses being built at present 
would not make. up even for the shortage 
that oceurred during the war. 
Sir E. COEY BIGGAR said that Senatgr 
Farren had not said one word too strong. 
The people in the tenements were in a de- 
plorable condition. He had seen a mother 
with five, six or seven children in one room 
of sixteen feet square. One of them, suffer- 
ing from consumption, went to a sanatorium, 
got better and went home, but such were the 
conditions of the home that she again got 
bad and had to go to a sanatorium. 
HOMES OF TUBERCLE BACILLI. 
They were not tackling the ques.ion as 
they should, and he ho that they would 
do something more substantial. They were 
spending large sums for the prevention of 
consumption, but the real problem was to 
provide decent houses for the people, and, 
perhaps, if proper housing accommodation 
xere provided, such a iarge sum would not be 
required for the prevention of consumption. 
Dr. GOGARTY said that the casual 
labourers kept the slums as they were because 
these men wanted to be near the quays. If 
notice could be given of the arrival of ships 
and the men employed before arrival, these 
men could live outside the slum areas in 
healthy districts, and in these days of rapid 
transportation distance from the quays would 
not be much of a difficulty. The money which 
was wasted on tuberculosis in one year would 
provide houses for the slum-dwellers and do 
more to prevent tuberculosis. When slum- 
dwellers left the slums the houses should be 
knocked down. because as leng as they stood 
people from the country coming to the city 
for employment would get into them, and 
thus the evil would be continued. 
Sir THOMAS ESMONDE said that they all 
agreed that the slum problem should be dealt 
with. If a National Council on Housing were 
set up, he felt that. some practical solution 
of it would be found. 


MASTER BUILDERS ARRAIGNED. 

Mr. J. F. O'FARRELL said that the policy 
of the Government did not relieve im any 
material way the housing problem. Proper 
value was not being given by the master 
builders. An English firm’s tender was ac- 
cepted in Cork for the building of houses, 
and it was £11,000 less than the Jowest [rish 
teuder and £30,000 or £40,000 less than 
the highest Irish tender. This firm was 
able to pay the operatives higher wages 
than those paid by the Irish builders, and 
their men worked while the employés of the 
Irish builders walked the streets of Cork. He 
knew of a society in Dublin which gave the 
contract for the erection of houses to the same 
firm, and thereby saved £55 per House, as 
compared with the Dublin contractors. ‘These 
vere questions which could not be overlooked, 
and should be ®orne in mind when charges 
GÍ restriction of output were brought against 
building operatives. 

He criticised the policy of the City Com- 
missioners in building so many three-reomed 
houses, which was going from sinmdom to 
Siumdom. He hoped that during the recess 
the Government would make money available 
through the Local Loans Fund for housing, 
aud that they would prepare a continuous 
building programme. 

DEFFNCE OF GOVERNMENT. 

_Mr. R. MULCAHY, Minister for Local 
overnment and Public Health, said that the 
hill proposed to extend the operations of the 
1329-26 Act, and to place at the disposal of 
the Minister an additional sum of £250,000 to 
“ind up the arrears of commitments under 
the Act. The bill was amended in the Dáil, 
and the amount of money increased, so that, 
approximately, 3,000 houses would be pro- 
vided’ for. : 

Any new plans for the housing policy that 
would be put before the Oireachtas by the 
Government would be based on a clear 
understanding on the part of the Government 
that there was a housing policy to be con- 
‘inued, and that it was not a problem that 
“ould be settled in one, two, three or four 
Years.

POST OFFICE DISLIKE OF 
. CENSORSHIP DUTIES. -

At a meeting of the Special Committee of 
the Oireachtas inted to ite into’ the 
working of the ing Act, 1926, held in 
Leinster House, Dublin terday, General 
Sir Bryan Mahon presided. 

Mr. P. 8. O’Hegarty, Secretary, Depart- 
ment of Posts and *Telegraphs, in the course 
of a statement on the Betting: Act, in so far 
as it touches the Post Office, said that the 
Post Office was concerned only with Section 
22; which empowers it to detain and forward 
to the Revenuc Commissioners ‘‘ any packet 
suspected to contain a communication to 
which this section applies ”; and also to for- 
ward to the Revenue Commissioners a copy 
of any telegram which “a to be a 
communication to which this section applies.”’ 
In consultation, after the passing of the Act, 
it was agreed that the Post ce should 
act in the carrying out of this section, in co- 

ration with, and under the direction of, 
- e ne Commissioners, and les of 

tting telegrams were sent at lar in- 
tervals to the Revenue Godden, who, 
however, did not, so far as is known, find 
themselves in a position to institute a prose- 
cution in any case. in the case of letters, 
correspondence for the main external betting 
places was scrutini periodically, but the 
examination did not support the theory that 
there was any regular outflow of betting from 
this country. 

The Post Office dislikes intensely any 
legislation of this character which empowers 
it or empowers anybody to interfere with 
communications of any sort entrusted to it by 
the public. The whole of its experience goes 
to show. that no effective watch can be Ea 
upon: communications of any sort passing 
through the post or over the wires without, a 
genera) dislocation oí Post Office business and 
an expenditure altogether out of keeping with 
the importance of the object aimed at.. Apart 
froné# that altogether, the Post Office attaches 
great importance to the general principle of 
ne of communications entrusted 
o it. 

‘the Post Office does not think that the 
powers conferred by Section 22 can be made 
more effective by amendment. It thinks that 
these powers have their real value rather in 
deterrent effect than in any positive dis- 
coveries through their operations, and it does 
not desire. any amendment to the section, 
save a verbal one in 22 (1) to provide for 
the return of detained correspondence to the 
Minister for Posts and ‘lelegraphs for for- 
warding to the person to whom it was 
addressed. 

“ THE TROUBLED TIMES.” 

In reply to Mr. A. Byrne, witness said that 
they looked upon the powers delegated tv 
them as an instruction to comply with the 
wishes of the Revenue Commissioners, and 
they did everything that they were asked to 
do. Any effective censorship, he said, could 
not be enforced except at the risk of in- 
curring a vast expenditure, for which they 
could get no return, and the total disorganisa- 
tion and dislocation of the staff. From 1914 
until the Treaty they had a very rigid censor- 
ship upon the working of the Post Office 
under the British Government, the I.R.A. 
and the ‘‘ Black and Tan” régimes. The 
result of that was to shake the cardinal 
principle of the inviolability of private cor- 
respondence, and, owing to the effect which 
violations of secrecy would have on the staff, 
leading to demoralisation, he was very much 
opposed to this form of censorship, and, so 
far as an examination of correspondence going 
to betting centres was concerned, that was 
practically and obviously impossible. 

(Questioned by Major Cooper, the witness 
said that he had no idea of the difference in 
the returns of betting through the agency 
of postal packets and telegrams, but he 
estimated the total amount of betting by 
telegrams would be about five per cent. He 
proceeded to describe the system practised in 
the Post Office of finding out betting postal 
packets and telegrams. When discovered, 
they sent a check to the Revenue Commis- 
sioners. That, however, was abandoned with 
regard to telegrams, a -list of which was 
scrutinised when submitted to the Post Office 
Department, and subsequently the officials 
exercised their intelligence with regard to the 
definition of a betting telegram. They 
reported a good many cases about sweep- 
stakes and betting, but he did not think any 
prosecutions arose in connection with that 
arrangement. 

Asked if there was any falling off in the 
sending of betting postal packets and tele- 
grains since the passing of the Act, witness 
replied that he did not think there was, and, 
as regarded scrutinising betting through the 
medium of the telephone, he did not think it 
could be done. 

Major Cooper asked witness if he had any 
views about the moral effect of betting upon 
the community. 

Mr. O’Hegarty replied in the affirmative, 
but said he would prefer that they should 
not go on record, 

PILFERING DANGER. 

He understood that as a result 
censorship from 1914 until the ‘treaty 
number of thefts had taken place. 

Anthony said that it was 
enlightening to learn about the pilfering 
arising from the censorship of public corre- 
spondence passing through the Post Office. 
He asked witness if it was his opinion that 
it. would lead to dislocation or demoralisa- 
tion amongst his staff with regard to pilfering 
and tiefts. 

Mr. O’Hegarty—I think any general censor- 
ship would have that effect by having its 
reaction upon the staff with regard to the 
security and the inviolability of the secrecy 
of correspondence entrusted to the Post Office 
for transmission and delivery. That, he 
urged, was a cardinal principle which should 
not be violated, and as a result of its 
violation from 1914 to 1922 they had a good 
deal of trouble after the Treaty from the 
reactions of the system. 

Major Cooper—Is it your opinion that any 
censorship with regard to betting is compara- 
tively ineffective’—That is my opinion. 

Mr. A. Byrne—And you cause distrust 
amongst the public as to the safety of their 
correspondence? 

Mr. O'Hegarty agreed. 

The Committee's public sitting was then 
closed.

CUSTODY.

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SERIOUS CHARGES. 
From OUR Own CORRESPONMDENT. 


ENNIS, Wednesday. 

A sensational occurrence took place at 
Doonagore, near Labinch, on Sunday after- 
noon, as a result of which a middle-aged 
farmer, named John McKeen, of Caherbarna, 
was charged with a series of offences at a 
special court held at 8 a.m. to-day in Ennisty- 
mon, before Mr. Thomas Kerin, Peace Com- 
missioner. 

The allegation is that McKeen, who was 
armed with a razor, entered the house of his 
married sister, Mrs. Margaret Dillon, at 
Doonagore, slashed her with the weapon, and 
then attacked a girl named Bridget Linnane, 
aged 15 years, who was living in the house. 
As he was going out he was seen to cut his 
own throat. From 4 p.m. on Sunday until 
7 p.m. on Monday the countryside was 
searched for McKeen, who was at last traced 
and arrested by Sergeant ir “Á of Lahinch. 

In a deposition made by the sergeant, a 
statement made by the accused, and a letter 
fcund in his possession, and reputed to be in 
his own handwriting, were put in evidence. 
In the statement he asked: ‘‘Is the girl 
all right? She and I were great for a good 
while, but we had a falling out some days 
ago and something came into my head. 
don’t remember what I did. 1 spent all night 
on the south side of the lake, and I lost the 
razor. I tried to cut my throat in Dillon's 
street.” The letter written in a small note- 
book was. as follows:—‘‘I am sorry for my 
love and poor Margaret, and for all of them. 
I don’t know what to do. I am willing to 
suffer now. Good-bye to father and brothers. 
I loved no one else. Bury us both together.
